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Continuation of 2. will not be entered because: the newly submitted annendments raise new issues and would require a new search and 
further consideration as to whether it would be obvious to modify the prior art to arrive at the invention as now claimed. The newly 
amended claims require a new factual analysis as to whether the compounds (other than alcohols) materially affect the prior art 
composition, and their ability to grow hair The prior art teaches hair growing compositions comprising alcohol; thus, a new search 
would be required to determine if, and to what extent, the other compounds materially affect the prior art compositions and their ability to 
grow hair Furthermore, a search of other technological areas, such as the use of alcohol "as the sole active hair growth accelerating 
agenf would have to be preformed to look at the obviousness of using alcohol for hair growth on other mammal such as humans. 
Alcohol, "as the sole active hair growth accelerating agent" was not previously claimed and as discussed above, this limitation changes 
the scope of the claims and requires a new factual analysis of the prior art compositions and a new search and further consideration to 
determine if the methods claimed instantly are patentably different from those of the prior art. 
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
